Included w er 
reports which provided useful information on the unrest at the Nation a 
Autonomous University. (UNAM) and other universities. As our recent 
study of reporting on Mexico indicates, student unrest has been a subject 
of high interest to the community. Also included were 13 disseminstions 
which contributed to the station's coverage, highly praised by ail et tomers 
of leftist activities in connection with President Johnson's visit. Tne other ° 
30 reports in this group, primarily concerning the PCM, MLN, and PPS, 
varied considerably in quality but in general appeared to be of moderate 
value in relation to customer needs.

Regarding the first, lieadquarters 
has recommended for som time-that additional monitors be hired be- 
cause. of the heavy: workload in the telephone tap LP. There are 30 lines 


running into the center ant the monitors who work on a shift basis, 


monitor all telephone calis received on’all 30 lines. This monitoring 
is only to determine the importance of the call and in order to make 
notes and a log for the transcribers. This serves two purposes. 
First, any extrencly valuable information can be detected immediately 
and action can be taken by the Station or the Mexicans with no time 
lag.

2. The LIENVOY Project provides one of two telephone 
tap operations for the Mexico City Station, LIENVOY is run 


in cooperation with several high Mexican government officials, 
and always has coverage of 30 Lines,

targets specifically selected by CIA, the other 15 also 
being of interest but selected by the Mexteans. The 
LTENVOY Project is ancetficient and effective operation, 
where all the taps run inte one center, which has a capa- 
bility of switchtng a tap to atmost any phone in the city. 
The connections are made in the main telephone company, 
LIENVOY is used for all of Mexico City Station's phone, 
coverage except against agents and sensitive intelligence)

A. CURRENT: OBJECTIVES 
The LIENVOY Project provides for a joint KUBARK-Mexican Government sponsored 


telephone. tap unit and for a non-official liaison relationship with access to 
the: highest ranking government officials of Mexico. The tap unit provides direct 


“support necessary to cover targets and operational programs levied an the 


Mexico Statfon via the ao woll as spot requesta from Headquarters and other 
Stations. This project also produces considerable positive intelligence. 


B. CHANGES 
(1). Operational Mechantem 


" The LIENVOY Project was created in late 1958 and put into operation 
in early 1959 at the request of LITENSOR who appointed LIELRGANT as his special 
asslotant to work with Willani C. CURTIS in the supervision and administration . 
of the project. In aid-1964 tt became evident that LIRAMA vould replace 
LITENSOR in Deceber 1964,. (LIRAMA was then LITEMPO-2 and a clandestine liaison 
contact with Willard C. CURTIS under the LITEMPO Project but was not knowledgeable 
of the CURTIS/LIELEGANT/LITENSOR relationship in Project LIENVOY.) On 10 Auguat, 


2964 LIRAMA wet with CURTIS and LIELMUGANT and advised them that LITENSOR had. 


briefed him on the LIENVOY Project in dotaLl and that it should be continued 
with the same personnel and the same manner of Operation, Both LIELSGANT and 


‘ LIENVOY-2 were given nominal positions on LIRAMA's staff with cover for daily 


contact with LIRAMA. dovernment credentials were also provided for Arnold F, 
Arehart (Staff Agent) as well as the local agents working in the LP. During the 
past project year, the LP has remained in the same location. Inside the front 
doorway a credential, provided by, LIRAMA, prohibits entry to anyone without 
apecicl permfiesion cbhtainsd from LIRAMA's office.

2, Soviet Erbassy. The Soviet Government has over fifty officials 
peruanently stationed in Mexico (the largest foreign embassy except for 
the U.S.). Tairty-flve of these Soviets (70 percent of the staff) are 
‘Known or suspect intelligence officers. The five lines under LIENVOY 
provide details on the activities of aost of these Soviets. These lines

The telephone tap operation 
is extremely complex, invelving four outside case officers 
who handle translations and transcriptions, 10 assets plus a- 
case officer in the LP, and covering 30 lines. CIA directs 
the placerent of one half of these taps, and our coverage is 
directed against Cuban, Sevier. and Satellite installations 
und personalities, These tags produced almost 150 disseminated 
intelligence reports last year, plus a vast amount of CLSCE © 
data on these targets, which are of the highest Station 
priority, Et is perhaps of interest to note that this 
project preduced about three times the volume of raw audio 
take as LIFfsAT, our unilateral telephone tap operation, at 
only about one half the eést. The Station renewal request 
provides as excellent detailes breakdown of the mechanics of 
this operation and of the incividual targets covered.

This Project continues to encozpass an unofficial liaison relationship with 
high-level Mextean government officials and contributes to the trienily attitude 
of these officials toward ODYOKE, : :

No formal coordination ls required in this Project. Chief, PECWINC, Mexico, 
is the only ODYOKE official in Mexico outside KUBARK who is aware of this project 
and its provision for a speciol channel to LIRAMA. Special briefings are cleared 
with PESWING before KUBARK representatives meet with LIRAMA, CURTIS advises Chief, 
PESWING of significant end pertinent subjects which are discussed in meetings 


between CURTIS and LIRAMA,
